municated to both branches of the Legislature 
his resignation of the office 
i>f Govercor, the 


powers and duties of that office have devolved I 
upon me, under the Constitution. TheTthsec-! 
tinn of the 5th article of that instrument pro-' 
vides as follows : '• In case of the iinpeschment 
of the Governor, or his removal from office, by 
death, inability from mentnl or physical disease, 
resignation or absence from the State, the pow- 
ers of the office shall devolve upnn the Lieuten- 
ant Governor, for the reoidue of the term, or 
until the Governor absent or impeached shull 
have returned, or the disability shall cease." 


By virtue of this Constitutional provision in 


connection with the resignation of the late in- 
cumbent, the duties of the Executive depart- 
ment devolve upon me as Lieut. Governor of 
the State. Having assumed the discharge of 
these important functions, it will be my earnest 
endeavor mtrictly to conform with the require* 
ments and obligations of this position, and I 
shall be ready to co operate with the Legisla- 
ture in all enactments sanctioned by the Con- 
stitution and demanded by the public, interest.
